In Part II of The Godfather trilogy, 


Michael Corleone tells family confidante Tom Ha- 
gen that “I don’t feel I have to wipe everybody 
out, Tom. Just my enemies.” That, of course, was 
in the fictional mob world created by Mario Puzo. 
But in real life, the sentiment could just as easily 
apply to many Big Tech relationships. 

Which brings us to Google and Uber. Once 
famous friends, with Google investing more 
than $250 million in the service in 2013, the 
wheels seem to be coming off this most king- 
ly of Silicon Valley alliances. First it was the 
news Monday that Uber board member David 
Drummond, who’s also senior vice president of 
corporate development of Alphabet, Google’s 
parent company, stepped down recently over 
conflict of interest concerns. Then on Tues- 
day, it became more clear why that happened: 
Google announced that it’s opening its Waze 
carpool service to the public right here in the 
Bay Area. 

If you follow the tech world with the 
same exacting standards Michael Corleone 
used to pick off his enemies, then these 
developments are no surprise and nothing 
new. Last year, The New York Times foresaw 
all of this and more, while also offering

insights into the Silicon Valley mentality, 
writing, “It was Microsoft, after all, that 
invested in Apple when Steve Jobs returned 
to the company in 1997, when it was in 
serious trouble.” And, in regards to Apple 
and Google’s once tight connection, “[T]he 
friendship dissolved after it became clear 
that Google was working on Android, a 
direct competitor to the iOS software that 
runs Apple’s phones and tablets.” 

So maybe things started to sour between 
Google and Uber when the latter started in- 
vesting in autonomous driving technology, 
one of Google’s pet projects since 2009. Or 
maybe it’s because Uber is developing its own 
mapping software, after long using Google’s in- 
dustry-leading tech. Or perhaps this is just how 
things work in capitalism. Google is no strang- 
er to “disruption,” if you will. If it’s something 
people spend money and time on, then Google 
has an interest (the company even entered the 
wireless game with Project Fi). 

But as for mobile-based ride services — 
we decline to use the inaccurate marketing 
term “ridesharing” — it will take a lot more 
than Waze carpooling for Google to make a 
dent in Uber’s market share. Uber’s closest 
competitor is Lyft, which recently shopped 
itself around and then rejected a $6 billion 








offer from GM. Uber is valued at more 

than $60 billion, and its autonomous vehi- 
cles debuted in Pittsburgh this week. Via 
anonymous sources, The Wall Street Journal 
reported this week that Google plans to test 
its own driverless vehicles in an app-based 
ride-service format. 

But before the gloves fully come off, it’s 
worth noting the concerning elements to the 
Waze rollout. Google will not be collecting 
revenue from each ride, which likely won't 
last if the service becomes popular, meaning 
it will get more expensive eventually. And, a 
la old pal Uber, drivers will be independent 
contractors and not full-fledged employees, 
meaning they’re on their own for insurance, 
gym memberships, office happy hours, vehicle 
maintenance, gas, and snacks. 

The real kicker, however, is the one that 
should raise all user and regulatory eyebrows: 
Instead of vetting drivers through background 
checks and other tried and true employment 
practices, Google will rely on user reviews to 
figure out who's a good driver and who’s, oh, 
say, a sexual predator. 

This is the business they’ve chosen. 





Millennial Problems: 
#RealFoodiesCompost 


Imagine a world “free of hashtags and 
filters, or blog posts and updates. Where left- 
overs flourish and crumbs are reborn. And while 
not picturesque, it nourishes the city we love so 
it’s always postcard perfect. It keeps our green 
spaces beautiful, our soil rich, and neighbor- 
hoods smiling.” 

No, that’s not an ad for a support group for 
unemployed millennials. And it’s not the bro- 
chure for a new planned community east of San 
Francisco targeting millennials who can’t afford 
the city. But this ode to the green bin (the one 
near your recycling and regular garbage bins) 
was definitely created for millennials. 

The San Francisco Department of the En- 
vironment thinks millennials aren’t good at 
composting — so much so that it created an 
entire outreach campaign targeting everyone's 
least favorite generation. So in case you're just 
dying to spread the word among your followers, 
there’s now a hashtag for that: #RealFoodies- 
Compost. (But judging by Twitter, the message 
isn’t close to going viral. Shocker.) 

The scheme to link composting to the foodie 
lifestyle, according to marketing industry blog 
MediaPost, is actually pretty clever. Ad agency 
School of Thought put it together for the Envi- 
ronment Department, and it targets millennials 
not so much because they are poor composters 
but because they are largely new to the city and 
likely unfamiliar with all the rules that come 
with living in San Francisco. And, by and large, 
they like to think of themselves as foodies. 

Outreach includes a website, ads concentrat- 
ed in “gentrifying neighborhoods,” and direct 
mail, which, strangely enough, is one of the 
best ways to grab the attention of millennials. 

Composting is probably one of the better 
ways we can all spend our time, even if opening 
a bin that hasn’t been emptied in a while re- 
veals an odor that’s as close to a rotting corpse 
as many of us will ever come. All jokes aside, 
it’s a total win for Mother Earth, who needs 
our help right now no matter what your salty 
conservative uncle says. Composting might 
be confusing at first — do not put dog shit in 
the green bin — but just follow the guides and 
cards that come with the bin and you'll be a real 
foodie in no time.MD 





SF Chronicle 
Throws Shade 
on Soda Tax 


Sometimes it’s hard to tell if the 
San Francisco Chronicle is liberal or con- 
servative, just like it’s hard to tell if 
we re supposed to take seriously, or 
even still read, SFGate. But when it 
comes to the newspaper’s muckraker 
columnists Matier & Ross, their jugu- 
lar-seeking work is always must-read 
material. 

Which brings us to the enterpris- 
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ing duo’s latest column, “Big Soda 
gets boost from the Bern in SF and 
Oakland.” Sadly, this one has the 
feeling of being a little too phoned- 
in. It seizes on an op-ed from April 
in Philadelphia magazine in which 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders argues 
that a sugary beverage tax in the East 
Coast city would be “a regressive gro- 
cery tax” most negatively impacting 
low-income families. (The Philly tax 
passed in June, by the way.) M&R say 
this sentiment from the world’s most 
popular progressive is being pimped 
by anti-sugar-tax folks right here in 
San Francisco and Oakland, where 
such a tax is again going before voters 
in November. 

What they failed to disclose is 


that Sanders’ argument against the 
tax was predicated on the fact that 
he doesn’t think that’s how Phila- 
delphia’s mayor should pay for a free 
preschool initiative. Instead, Sanders 
thinks it makes “much more sense 

to finance universal preschool in 
Philadelphia by raising taxes on its 
wealthiest residents who currently 
benefit from flat state and city tax 
rates.” Ah yes, that’s the Bernie Sand- 
ers we know. 

But that position is certainly less 
sexy than “Bernie Sanders Gives Big 
Soda Big Boost.” And that’s especially 
true when the kicker of your column 
is disproving a recent study showing 
a 21 percent drop in sugary beverage 
consumption in low-income parts of 


Berkeley, which already has a soda 
tax. 

“The records show that in March 
2015, when the tax went into effect, 
Berkeley collected $117,433 in sales 
taxes from high-sugar drinks,’ M&R 
wrote. “In February 2016, the most 
recent month for which figures are 
available, the city took in $115,968 
— that’s a drop of just 1.2 percent in 
sales of the sweet stuff. Considering 
that February is shorter than March, 
the tax collections per day actually 
rose.” 

The column goes on to conclude 
that someone is lying, or rich people 
in Berkeley drink a crap ton of soda. 
And Bernie Sanders is a two-faced 
bastard. 


The problem with relying on 
those sales figures is that consumers 
are apparently paying different pric- 
es for soda at different stores, with 
some retailers absorbing the new cost 
burden more than others. But hey, 
that doesn’t really work for the col- 
umn so forget about it. 
Regardless of who you believe or 
whether you think the government 
should be your nanny, San Francisco 
voters will again be voting on a sugar 
tax this November. It’s unclear at this 
point if anyone will change their minds 
from two years ago when it failed, but 
the Chronicle seems keen on seeing a re- 
peat.

The Right to Park and Pray 


Last-ditch crusade against “scofflaw” churchgoers ends in a whimper.

In the name of God, but with an 
eye to vengence, 11th century Christians 
raged against the Muslims of Western 
Europe. 

In the year 1095, Pope Urban II 
told Christians, “Whoever for devo- 
tion alone, but not to gain honour or 
money, goes to Jerusalem to liberate 
the Church of God can substitute this 
journey for all penance,” according to 
History Today. 

Admittedly, the Crusades were a bit 
bigger than the fight over church park- 
ing in the Mission District. But in our 
sleepy little San Franciscan way, a secu- 
lar sect of Missionites is moving to “lib- 
erate” parking along Dolores Street 
from what remains of the 
city’s Church of God.

Those religious organizations — 
Cornerstone Church, Congregation 
Sha’ar Zahav, Mission Dolores Parish, 
among others — say they need parking 
to ensure their far-flung congregations 
continue attending services. 

The years-long war (dating back to 
2013) over the divine right to park in 
the middle of the street during church 
is nearing its end. In August, the San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency board of directors ap- 
proved a pilot program essen- 
tially making the street-parking 
practice legal. 

Churchgoers will be able 
to legally park on Dolores 
Street for the first time

since street laws were laid in the city 
of St. Francis. And for just as many de- 
cades, the Police Department and local 
transit officials have turned the other 
cheek, so to speak. 

It’s been illegal, but no one has giv- 
en a damn. 

Still, the anger against an appar- 
ent “violation” of divisions between 
church and state rages on. A recent 
SFMTA survey found that more than 

60 percent of Mission residents 
didn’t believe churchgoers should 
be able to park there. 

Poppycock, say the secular 
urbanites. These lovers of bus- 
es, these bike believers, these 

enemies of all things parking 

— they aren’t letting that fly 
without a fight. 
‘That rage is now seeing its 
last gasp, as local consultant 


Dylan Goldberger — 
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Ryan Shanabar¢ger is leading a one- 
man charge to ensure every illegal 
parker is ticketed before the pilot 
begins. 

“T’ve had one near-accident myself 
in the affected area and have wit- 
nessed a near-accident,” he says, as 
motivation for his holy war. 

Shanabarger started a Twitter han- 
dle, @SFparkingWatch, to catalogue his 
efforts to find heathens parking in the 
street. He even live-streamed it. There, 
on Aug. 26, via Periscope, Shanabarger 
narrates the various parking sins. 

“Sixteenth and Dolores,” he says, 
with an air of the dramatic, “this black 
car sitting beneath a palm tree is our 
very first illegal parker.” 

He crosses the street, and circles 
the small sedan. 

“On this side you can see they’ve 
put out an illegal traffic control de- 
vice!” he exclaims. 
(It’s an orange traffic cone.) 
Almost like a man on safari in 
the Sahara, Shanabarger recounts 
details of the parker: She’s female, 
perhaps in her mid-50s, Caucasian. 
She isn’t attending church, per se, 
but temple, at the nearby congre- 
gation Sha’ar Zahav. 
“Were you unable to find 
parking anywhere else?” 
he asks her. “Not on Friday 
nights,” she says. 
He becomes incensed. “I 
called the police,” he tells her. 
But alas, the police were 
more apt to honor the 
church tradition. 
Technically, the person 
responding to the call is 
an SFMTA parking control 
officer, noted by the light 
blue shirt and SFMTA 
patch on his shoulder. 
“We actually don’t really 
cite people on this spot,” 
the PCO tells Shanabarger. 
“We give courtesy for 
people because they’re 
doing services for the 
church.” 
No help there. 
And, indeed, there 
was also no help for 
Shanabarger’s stab 
at nailing scofflaws 
Sunday morning for 
church services. No 
one showed up. 
Too many “schedul- 
ing conflicts,” he tells SF 
Weekly, though the amor- 
phous and unconfirmed 


they may try a later date. In the end, 
Shanabarger was alone. 

Shanabager getting stood up 
echoed the last gasp of the secular 
opposition to church parking at the 
SFMTA’s meeting in early August. 


For nearly a year, SFMTA planner 
John Knox White channeled his inner 
saint and brokered peace between 
Mission church leaders and the secular 
neighbors who opposed their parking 
habits. At the outset, the opposing 
sides agreed that any plan concocted 
between the groups would need five 
votes of the majority to gain official 
SFMTA backing. 

In the end, the secular neighbors 
came up short, voting by a majority 
of four to ban the church parking out- 
right. So SFMTA staff presented the 
pilot legalizing the plan to their board, 
who approved it. 

At that meeting, streams of re- 
ligious neighbors — churchgoers, 
church leaders, and more — packed 
the SFMTA board room and defended 
their right to park and pray. During 
the meeting, a community member 
who served in the “compromise group” 
named Elizabeth Zitrin became en- 
raged. 

“It’s an illegitimate process that did 
not allow the members of the commit- 
tee to be heard,” she shouted during 
public comment. She spun on her heels 
shouting “and you know it!” at Knox 
White, with one finger pointed straight 
at the mild-mannered planner’s nose. 

It was too late. No rage, no matter 
how righteous, would change the out- 
come. 

Shanabarger, Zitrin, and other 
secular opponents forgot one lesson 
taught by the Crusades: The Christians 
came in numbers. 

And the parking-opposed urbanites 
came up woefully short. 

That’s probably just as well, the 
churchgoers say. For as long as there’s 
been a city named after St. Francis 
here, and even longer, Mission Dolores 
Church has relied on parking along Do- 
lores Street for its parishioners. 

Back then it was horses; now it’s 
cars. 

It’s the city’s oldest building, and 
also home to the city’s longest-running 
parking scofflaws. Now, they’re finally 
legal.

We Have to 
Gamble on 
Legalization 


A few years into the state 
legalization experiment, we know one 
big thing: A legal marijuana industry can 
function more or less like any other kind 
of business. 

What don’t we know? Pretty much 
everything else. We don’t know what 
legalization will mean for youth mari- 
juana use, or which medical conditions 
marijuana can treat. With less than 
three full years of legalization in Colo- 
rado and Washington state, there’s still 
very little data. 

There are, of course, statistics that 
can be wielded for partisan advantage. 
Take road safety, a favorite issue for le- 
galization opponents. Project SAM, the 
most prominent U.S. anti-pot group, 
said in a February report that in Colo- 
rado, the number of driving fatalities 
in which the driver tested positive for 
THC climbed from 6.9 percent in 2006 
to 19.3 percent in 2014, the first full 
year of legalization. 

With some added perspective, 
the alarming figure loses some of its 
oomph. Across the same time period, 
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in Colorado and Washington, where 
marijuana use is above national rates, 
the total number of traffic fatalities 
fell, and both states are safer for 
driving than the country at large, 
according to the National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration, based 
on fatalities per 100,000 population. 
(Both states saw a significant jump in 
fatalities in 2015.) 

The available science strongly sug- 
gests that drunken driving is far more 
hazardous than stoned driving. The 
most dangerous states for driving tend 
to be deep red and have not legalized 
medical or recreational marijuana. 

As with all things weed, there are 
further complications: Unlike alcohol, 
there’s no accepted way to measure 
how high someone is. Drivers can test 
positive for THC days or weeks after 
they last used. 

In short, it’s way 
too early to draw con- 
clusions about the rela- 
tionship between legal- 
ization and road safety. 
So far, the results have 
not been catastrophic. 
The same can be said for 
just about every aspect 
of legalization’s impact. [ 

One reason cannabis | 
opponents have strug- | 
gled to win support 





is they haven't found a compelling 
argument for why legalization is more 
problematic than prohibition. No one 
has done this before, so there aren’t 
any disastrous precedents. They have 
to convince the public that the largely 
unknown risks of legalization are 
worse than the known risks of the 
status quo. 

There are plenty of cautionary 
tales. Every adult in America knows 
someone they think would be better 
off if they hadn’t smoked so much pot. 
Opponents are forced to argue that le- 
galization will exacerbate problem use, 
though, as with driving, the available 
data doesn’t necessarily support their 
case. 

With something so new, it’s im- 
possible to predict where the risks are 
most severe, but you can take some 
reasonable guesses. In the same 
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February report, Project SAM lists 

a few variables that demand “more 
sophisticated data ... on both the 
consequences of legalization and the 
economic costs of such a policy.” It 
includes “potency and price trends,” 
“mental health effects of marijuana,” 
“emergency room and hospital admis- 
sions, “worker productivity,” and “the 
effect on the market for alcohol and 
other drugs.” 

A legalization supporter might ask 
to know more about the industry’s 
economic impact: jobs created, GDP 
growth, that kind of stuff. 

The statistics will accumulate over 
time, but they’re a poor substitute for 
what we actually want to know about 
legalization, which is how it will alter 
daily life, and what it means for life 
at home and on the job. How will it 

change the way Ameri- 
cans raise their children 
and care for their elderly 
parents? 

A few things are 
known about marijuana: 
It doesn’t cause fatal 
overdoses. It has never 
caused problems com- 
parable to efforts to 
prohibit it, and it may 
have important medical 
uses. That’s not a bad 

beginning for a big 


social experiment, but it’s important 
to remember that it is an experiment; 
mass-market legalization may create 
or illuminate problems with weed that 
have not previously been apparent. 

So far, the closest brush the industry 
has had with a crisis involves the use 
of pesticides, something that was not 
widely anticipated but appears man- 
ageable. 

So far, legalization’s haphazard roll- 
out has largely vindicated supporters 
who maintain that marijuana should 
never have been banned in the first 
place. This leaves opponents no choice 
but to scare us with misused statistics. 
Perhaps in the future, the roles will 
reverse and put the industry on the 
defensive. 

The truth is that crises are impos- 
sible to predict. A plant contaminant 
could sicken people or wipe out crops 
and jobs. Perhaps in a few years, kin- 
dergarten teachers will start to notice 
an increase in a specific learning dis- 
ability. 

We know the problems created by 
prohibition. Will legalization be any 
better? There’s only one way to find 
out.

Stopping police brutality re- 
quired unorthodox tactics, and the Pan- 
thers — led by Huey Newton and Bobby 
Seale — were anything but orthodox.

He was the King of Bavaria in the late- 
19th century, remembered primarily for 
his lavish excesses and probable homo- 
sexuality. (No wife or heir!) The film 
looks strange: It calls attention to its 
own artificiality, as the backgrounds are 
film projections like the ones used in old 
Hollywood movies to indicate changing 
scenery for cars going nowhere on set. 
The acting stands somewhere between 
stilted and unnatural. The director com- 
mits to a pure and listless melodrama, as 
if he’s staged an opera with a cast of de- 
pressives.

TROPICAL PUNCH 


Gonzalo Fuenmayor isn’t the first artist 
to address the experience of outsid- 
er-hood or the collision of European and 
Third World cultures. But the artist, who 
was born in Colombia and works in Mi- 
ami, produces some eye-catching, stimu- 
lating pictures when depicting those 
subjects. Blending social satire, ethnic 
pride, and a sense of the dramatic, Fuen- 
mayor creates charcoal drawings that ex- 
amine identity, hybridization, exoticism, 
and displacement. Colonial European 
culture — represented by Victorian or 
rococo design — meets the tropics, por- 
trayed in the artist’s imaginative mash- 
ups with cliched objects like bananas or 
palm trees, and resulting in a theatrical 
quality. Fuenmayor continues in this 
vein in Picturesque, a new series of 
surreal scenarios. In one drawing, a palm 
tree impales a pair of armchairs. In oth- 
ers, Fuenmayor places ornate-looking 
swimming pools in palatial settings. 
Drained of water, they become nonsensi- 
cal. “The pool — symbol of tropicalia — 
serves as a stage within these absurd 
spaces,” the artist says. “Somehow I be- 
lieve it speaks about being in Florida for 
over eight years now.”

BIG TROUBLE IN LITTLE 
HONG KONG 


While action flicks and silly comedies 
dominate Hong Kong’s movie scene, re- 
cently — and remarkably — a little film 
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delivering the antithesis of such escap- 
ism triumphed. Ten Yeas is a low-bud- 
get, politically charged, dystopian drama 
with five stories, five directors, and 
themes that reflect the unease Hong 
Kong residents have felt as the mainland 
Chinese government increasingly im- 
poses its will on the former British col- 
ony. The 2015 film envisions a Hong 
Kong of 2025, and the scenarios it pres- 
ents — an assassination plot designed to 
sway voters, children indoctrinated to 
spy on adults — have struck nerves in 
Hongkongers, who attended the film in 
numbers so impressive that, in its first 
week of release, it outgrossed Star Wars:

CLIMBING JACOB’S LADDER 


Avant-garde pianist and composer Andrew Barnes Jamieson once created a 
chamber opera inspired by Jim Jones’ Peoples Temple and the tragic Jonestown 
massacre. His more lasting concerns, however, arise at the intersection of faith 
and social justice. Jamieson first began to struggle with his understanding of the 
black experience and his own white privilege while performing with Afri- 
can-American church congregations around Chicago. Heard the Voice, his Edge- 
tone debut, is the result of his complicated dialogue with classic 
African-American spirituals like “Hands on the Plow” and “Swing Low, Sweet 
Chariot,’ which he takes to both monstrous and beautiful new places. As ar- 
ranger in the eight-piece Trouble Ensemble, Jamieson joins fellow label-mate 
and sax guru Rent Romus and Oakland electronic sound artist Sharmi Basu, 
who has been leading workshops like “Decolonizing Sound” to push against the 
scene’s tendency toward homogenization. This Monday Make-Out session 
also includes Eric Glick Rieman, performing improvisations on prepared Rhodes 
electric piano, and Neem, a queer-trans improvisational duo, exploring issues of 
desire and identity. This is not easy listening, but it is worth the work.

Browser Update

Comb through the 30,000-plus 
paperbacks at Kayo Books at 814 Post 
St., and you're bound to find something 
that will titillate even the most San Fran- 
ciscan of sensibilities. Buried in the 
stacks of this three-room Tendernob 
store are titles like Gang Girls, Ten-Inch 
Toker, and Circle of Perverts, each of 
which is meticulously organized by 
genre, subgenre, and — mostly — in al- 
phabetical order. 

Kayo is the last outpost for vin- 
tage paperback books from the 1940s 
through the ’70s — they’re colloquially 
called pulp novels, though that term 
actually refers to the paper on which 
books were printed — and it’s the only 
place in the country where you can dig 
through beautifully drawn, sometimes 
poorly written, and amazingly interest- 
ing books about nurses, juvenile delin- 
quents, gay sex, travel, the countercul- 
ture, hillbillies, and so much more. 

“People would say our store is like a 
museum — and in a way, it is, a little 
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bit,” says co-owner Maria Mendoza, 
who opened Kayo with her husband, 
Ron Blum, in 1995. “We put [the 
paperbacks] in a context. It’s not just 
mysteries, it’s not just science fiction. 
No, it’s like this is our interracial sec- 
tion, this is our Catholic guilt section, 
these are all books about people having 
sex on airplanes. That section is called 
‘plane people.’ ” 

Kayo’s “museum” of a bookstore is 
open three days a week, but will shut 
its doors to the public on Nov. 1 and 
become an appointment-only and 
online operation. Blum and Mendoza 
have run the store themselves for 21 
years and, in a plot twist that deviates 
from the recent San Francisco narra- 
tive, they have not been priced out. 
They simply want a change of pace. 

“It’s kind of a shame, because 
browsing is a big part of the store. 
That’s the whole point of it. But time 
has run out on the browsing option,” 
Mendoza says. 

The store was never meant to make 
a ton of money, Blum says, but it 
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served as a sort of performance piece 
for well-loved and disposable books. 
Blum had been collecting paperbacks 
for years — mostly digging through 
flea markets, estate sales, and the 
small collections of bookstores across 
the country — when he and Mendoza 
happened across a vacant storefront. 
Their growing book collection needed 
a home. 

“T was always interested in those old 
paperbacks from the ’30s, ’40s, ’50s, 
60s. I guess due to the design, the 
content, and definitely by illustrators,” 
Blum says. “Then the whole vintage 
erotic paperback and magazine thing 
— we were always interested in that, 
and I think the store sort of drifted a 
little bit in that direction.” 

Kayo’s back wall is indeed filled 
with steamy novels in every sub-genre 
of smut you can imagine. Sections on 
LGBT love, swinging, and leather are 
up for grabs, featuring brightly drawn 
covers with occasionally ridiculous 
titles. The infamous director and 
filth-meister John Waters, who owns 


an apartment in San Francisco, fre- 
quently picks through it. 

“It’s so much fun to go in there, 
and I always give myself an hour or 45 
minutes; you can’t quickly go through 
it,’ Waters says, adding that his latest 
round of purchases included the titles 
Young Jock Snapper, English Leather, 
and Bend Over, Pig — the cover of 
which features a biker banging a cop. 
“Every time I go there, it’s just my 
favorite thing to do. It’s one of the rea- 
sons why I have an apartment in San 
Francisco.” 

Waters is such a fan of Kayo’s 
collection that his 2014 hitchhiking 
novel, Carsick, features a chapter “that 
is basically a hymn” to the store. In it, 
Waters hitches a (fictional) ride with 
Bernice, a crazy librarian and insane 
collector of un-collectable books who 
was fired from her job but continues to 
distribute old paperbacks. Many of the 
titles in Waters’ book were lifted from 
things he saw in Kayo. 

Waters adds that he often gives the 
vintage paperbacks as gifts during the 
holidays or at dinner parties instead of 
a bottle of wine. For a friend’s recent 
nuptials, Waters purchased all the 
books he could find about sex and mar- 
riage; titles like Murder and The Wanton 
Bride seems like appropriate gifts from 
the mastermind behind Cry-Baby and 
Pink Flamingos. What those books 
about sex, love, and marriage lack in 
practical advice, they make up for in 
laughs. 

“I like the ’60s sex-novel artists, 
[bondage and fetish illustrator] Eric 
Stanton and Robert McGuiness and 
some of these guys who just had such 
a sense of humor and freedom of what 
they’re doing,” Blum says. “They were 
capturing the sexual revolution.” 

Still, Waters and the owners are 
quick to point out that the store isn’t 
only about smut — it also carries com- 
ics, novelizations of films, and original 
cover art for the paperbacks. Even the 
books about sex aren't as explicitly 
pornographic as what we’re used to 
today. 

“If you were looking for porn, you 
would be disappointed. Porn today is 
really ugly. This, to me, is a high-class 
shop. It is a literary, high-class place 
that happens to be way ahead of the 
curve,” Waters says. “I just thought it 
was so great they just have such amaz- 
ing taste in tasteless things. Kayo may 
sell books that were never thought 
of as classy, but that was the point. 
They ve magically turned these books 
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not only into respectable but sustain- 
able things.” 

While bookstores of the day would 
have nowhere near the collection 
present at Kayo, the smutty, salacious 
paperbacks were once commonplace 
in drugstores, cigar shops, and adult 
bookstores. Publishers would crank 
them out based on the day’s hot topics, 
and writers would often churn out 
work under multiple pen names. City 
Lights founder Lawrence Ferlinghetti 
was one of the first people in San 
Francisco to sell such novels in a major 
bookstore. 

Kayo has its own place in this his- 
tory — as the neighborhood was once 
a hotbed of used book, magazine, and 
comic stores (The Magazine still stands 
as a remnant of this time). “In the 60s 
and ’70s, there must’ve been dozens of 
them, because we find business cards 
all of the time in books that said Jones 
Street, Geary Street,” Blum notes. 

The books themselves also occupy 
a special place in history, Mendoza 
argues. During the pre-internet days 
when there were but a handful of 
TV channels, publishers would re- 
lease books that reflected what was 
happening in society and how social 
mores evolved. What started as science 
fiction in the 1940s and ’50s turned 
into spy fiction during the Cold War, 
and later into sex spy spoofs. The same 
could be said of books about drug use, 
which started off as serious stories of 
abuse before more exploitative stories 
became popular. 

“That’s the part I really like — how 
keyed in publishers were in exploiting 
things in popular culture,” Mendoza 
says. It expresses something about 
our culture: who we are, our anxieties, 
our hopes. I know it sounds corny but 
it really does. They publish so much of 
it that you can pull a lot about us from 
[the paperbacks], especially when you 
see it all in one place.” 

Kayo’s owners — whom Waters 
calls “the classiest smut peddlers” he’s 
ever met — plan to host sales and 
events ahead of their Nov. 1 change 
in business model. Anyone who wants 
to browse for a tasteful, tasteless gift, 
or an over-the-top title to read on the 
train, is encouraged to get ‘em while 
they’re hot.

Good Sidewalks Are Sexy

“I’m obsessed with mattresses,” 
Nicole Schwieterman says. “I'll pull over 
if I see one. Bike, car, whatever. There’s 
so many abandoned mattresses in San 
Francisco. I went to Recology one time to 
get compost, and I found the mecca of 
old mattresses.” 

Schwieterman and her friend 
Amanda Durbin — an artist who cat- 
alogues them on Instagram with the 
hashtag #nothingreallymattress — 
have documented hundreds in the past 
few years. But if mattresses are the 
refuse world’s equivalent of charismat- 
ic megafauna, those animals — like, 
say, giant pandas — that crowd out the 
conservation needs of less-adorable 
species in the popular imagination, 
Schwieterman’s daily existence is con- 
sumed with smaller, even less glamor- 
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ous bits of detritus: bottles, cigarette 
butts, and (of course) poop. 

For many of San Francisco’s 
small-business owners, this might 
involve a lot of keeping one’s head 
down and calling the cops, decrying 
the neighborhood’s threats to a store’s 
foot traffic. Not so for Schwieterman, 
who did not choose Larkin Street 
simply because it was more affordable 
than Valencia, Chestnut, or Divis, and 
who resided for years at Polk and Eddy, 
although she’s since moved out of the 
neighborhood. Since February 2015, 
she’s run Fleet Wood and StudioNico 
— a boutique and a screen-printing- 
business-slash-clothing-line, respec- 
tively — out of a storefront on Larkin 
Street between Geary and O'Farrell. 
(If you've ever seen a T-shirt or tote 
bag reading “Good Grammar Is Sexy,” 
it came from here.) Within two blocks 
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in either direction are thriving hold- 
overs from Larkin Street’s grittier past 
— a gay dive (The Gangway), The New 
Century Theater, and a discriminating 
porn consumer’s paradise (The Maga- 
zine) — along with totems of its spiff- 
ier present, like fellow boutique The 
Loin, Jane Bakery, and Mr. Holmes’ 
Bakehouse. Apart from hustling to 
ship orders, working events like the 
Treasure Island Music Festival and 
Noise Pop’s 20th Street Block Party, 
and creating an affordable space for 
local makers and artisans to sell their 
wares, it means getting involved at all 
levels in a neighborhood she loves. 
“This place is beautiful and full of 
energy and amazing,’ she says. “Totally 
the opposite of where I moved from: 
white, conservative Ohio.” 
Schwieterman works with the 
Larkin Street Association, the Lower 


Polk Community Benefit District, and 
many of her neighbors to make sure 
their stretch of the Tenderloin is a 
viable one, with mixed retail in lieu 

of vacancies or “20 boom box stores 
on one block.” It also means shooing 
away drug dealers, who largely seem to 
listen to her. 

“They stay on their side, which is all 
I’m asking,” she says. “Our whole side 
of Larkin between Geary and O'Farrell 
is like the off-limits zone for dealing. 
The corner store [Woerner’s Liquors], 
The Gangway, us, we all are constantly 
just being like, “No, no, no.’ There’s a 
playground over there that’s the main 
concern. Kids walk by from Frank 
Norris Elementary, and they’re passing 
through all this literal crap and figura- 
tive crap.” 

It’s an unending battle, though, as 
the drug dealers “tend to listen tem- 
porarily, and then they forget or don’t 
care. It’s gross to walk through and 
find discarded needles and some guy 
standing out there asking if we need 
some crack. I’m like, “No, ’m good.” 

Because the intersection of Geary 
and Larkin is where three police pre- 
cincts — Northern, Central, and Ten- 
derloin — meet, it can be difficult to 
enlist the cops at all. 

“Even when there is an actual prob- 
lem, they don’t show up, because it’s, 
‘Oh, just another drunk lady passed 
out on the sidewalk.’ And I’m like, ‘T 
don’t know if she’s breathing. ” 

Attempts to flag down cops in 
patrol cars have similarly met with 
dismissal. This may change, as Schwi- 
eterman notes with appreciation that a 
female sergeant has begun regularly at- 
tending the Larkin Street Association's 
monthly meetings. But in the year- 
and-a-half she’s been in business, she’s 
gotten to know many of the locals. 

“Rooster is a good one,” she says. 
“Rooster, like, ‘If you need me, just 
crow. If I go out and crow, he shows 
up. He’s awesome. Lucas is an avid 
heroin user, openly, and also needs 
to make money for his addiction. He 
looks out for us, makes sure people 
aren't messing with our shop. I give 
him a couple bucks or tacos or ciga- 
rettes. Six-Four is a 6-foot, 4-inch Af- 
rican-American woman who has “6’4”” 
tattooed on the back of her neck, ’cause 
she’s always getting asked how tall she 
is. She looks out. They show up at our 
parties. We bring beers to them.” 

The unofficial mayor of the street 
is The Rev, who uses a wheelchair and 
often asks Schwieterman if anything’s 
wrong or if she needs him to talk to 
anyone. 
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“We print shirts for him,” she says. 
“If it’s a design on the back, we print 
it on the front, because no one can see 
the back of his shirt.” 

In other words, that Fleet Wood 
is neither betwixt nor between police 
precincts and neighborhood associ- 
ations has given Schwieterman the 
opportunity to be a leader. Now that 
she’s running First Thursdays, she 
hopes to turn it into something that 
draws people from all over the city — 
and on Thursday, Sept. 1, it’ll be bigger 
and longer than usual, a kickoff party 
with tacos and a coffee pop-up from 
3-10 p.m. for San Francisco Zine Fest, 
which will be held in Golden Gate Park 
this Sunday, Sept. 4. Noting the large 
Vietnamese community, she says the 
Little Saigon Festival and Block Par- 
ty in June, Larkin Street’s first-ever 
street fair, drew 12,000 people. 

However much the city might like 
to help Tenderloin small-business own- 
ers, money is always an issue and the 
permitting process is a slog. But the 
Larkin Street Association has funds for 
street-level improvements, and Schwi- 
eterman is eager to de-beige the neigh- 
borhood and install more murals. 

“There’s a ton of blank wall space, 
and it just turns into people tagging 
over other people’s tags,” she says. 
“Murals for the most part don’t get 
touched by graffiti as much. I’m going 
to bring in some hyperlocal kids who 
work in the TL and hang out in the 
TL. The budget’s there, and it’s really 
exciting. There’s a lot of potential but 
everyone has to want it, everyone has 
to be actively involved, and everyone’s 
got to promote.” 

Ultimately, Schwieterman’s vision 
is not unlike a hipper, updated version 
of Jane Jacobs’ idea of the ideal city 
street: neighbors looking out for each 
other, irrespective of occupation or 
economic class. Good sidewalks are 
SEXY. 

“My favorite thing,” she says, “is 
when people have never been to the 
Tenderloin before, and they’re like, ‘Oh 
my God, you have a shop in the TL? 
What’s that like?’ I’m like, ‘Why don’t 
you come by sometime?’ I just want 
people to be OK and have fun.”

Rentboy, One 
Year Later 


Last Aug. 25, I awoke to the 
panicked news that Homeland Security 
had raided the Manhattan offices of Rent- 
boy.com, arresting seven employees in- 
cluding CEO Jeffrey Hurant and seizing 
documents, servers, and most of the gay 
escort advertising platform’s assets. This 
month marks the one-year anniversary of 
the Rentboy raid, which has refocused sex 


work decriminalization as an LGBTQ issue. 


With an absence of any charges or 
complaints of coercion or human traf- 
ficking, employees faced allegations of 
violating the Travel Act, which prohibits 
the use of interstate communication 
facilities — mail, phone, internet — 
to engage in illegal activity. 
“Promoting prostitution” 
is a rarely prosecuted 
misdemeanor in New 
York, but doing so 
across state lines is 
considered a federal 
offense. 

The news of 
the Rentboy raid 
came just days after 
five prominent LGBT 
organizations had de- 4 
clared their support of the 
worldwide decriminalization 
of sex work, and I wondered if 
they would be ready to walk the walk 
now that the shit was hitting the fan. 

After confirming that my friends and 
chosen family who had been associated 
with Rentboy were safe, I put on my 
metaphorical April O’Neil trenchcoat 
and got on the phone. 

It was my first time reporting break- 
ing news, and as I dialed organization 
after organization, only to be given the 
brush-off by one receptionist after an- 
other, my palms sweated and my stom- 
ach churned. Investigating the criminal- 
ization of sex work is intense on its own, 
but as someone who is still active in the 
industry, the stakes felt even higher. 

At first, It was hard to get people to 
talk, but I eventually got in touch with 
Hayley Gorenberg of Lambda Legal. 

She seemed nervous to talk to me and 
anxious to say the right thing, but to 
my delight, she assured me that her or- 
ganization would be doubling down on 
its support for decriminalizing sex work 


and standing with the people of Rentboy. 


The charges against Rentboy come in 
a long line of attacks against platforms 
that facilitate independent sex work, ig- 
noring that online platforms have done 
more to keep sex workers safe than cops 
ever have or will, by giving workers valu- 
able time and space to screen clients in 
the manner they see fit and eliminating 
the need for third-party agents. 

Impeding workers’ access to online 
platforms only puts people out of work 
and on the streets, where they are more 
vulnerable to violence — particularly 
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from law enforcement. And it’s work- 
ing-class queer and POC communities 
who are disproportionately affected 

by laws against sex work, as systemic 
marginalization often impedes access to 
other career options. 

In the days following the Rentboy 
raid, the LGBTQ community rallied. 
There were demonstrations at Harvey 
Milk Plaza, editorials in The Advocate, 
and mainstream nonprofits publicly 
declaring their support. This wasn’t an 
attack only on Hurant, but on an entire 
community and workforce. 

“Criminalizing sex work is just an- 
other way of criminalizing being poor, 
brown, and queer in the United States,” 
I bellowed into a small PA system to 
a crowd of more than 100 protesters 
gathered under the giant 
rainbow flag waving 
above at Castro and 
Market streets on a 
sunny Saturday follow- 
ing the raid. 

A tourist couple 
from the Midwest, 
rocking Tevas and 
backpacks, stopped 
to talk to me after 
my speech. I told 
them about Rentboy’s 
fate, and the fight to 
m  decriminalize sex work 
worldwide, now backed by 
a growing list of human rights 
and LGBT organizations. 

They were very concerned, took my 
business card and wanted to know how 
to get involved. 

We hugged. As they walked down to- 
ward 18th Street, I thought if a straight, 
married couple from the Midwest can 
easily see that sex work is work, and the 
laws that criminalize it only put margin- 
alized people at risk, then maybe there’s 
hope. 

Now, one year later, six of the seven 
employees who were arrested have had 
their charges dropped, but 51-year-old 
Jeffrey Hurant’s fate remains uncertain. 

While his legal fees continue to 
mount, his assets remain frozen, anda 
trial date has yet to be set, Hurant can 
only wait and hope. The Rentboy legal 
defense fund has raised over $60,000 
thus far — less that 5 percent of the 
total legal fees. 

If convicted, Hurant could face years 
in prison, hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in fines, and the permanent seizure 
of his life savings. 

There’s the possibility of taking a 
plea deal, but Hurant sees the issue as 
bigger than him, and a win could set an 
important precedent for sex workers 
everywhere. 

Today, and every day until Hurant, 
and all of us, are free from puritanical, 
oppressive laws that target our incred- 
ible community, let us remember the 
Rentboy raid, stick together, stay strong, 
and fight until we win.

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Yoga Hosers 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 

For a movie in which the villain is a cryo- 
genically unfrozen Canadian Nazi who 
commands an army of anthropomorphic 
bratwurst, Yoga Hosers may be Kevin 
Smith’s most mature comedy since 
Dogma, with no attempt to be as philo- 
sophically lofty. Reprising their roles 
from Smith’s previous film Tusk, teenag- 
ers Colleen McKenzie (Harley Quinn 
Smith, Kevin's daughter) and Colleen 
Collette (Lily-Rose Depp, Johnny’s 
daughter) are yoga-loving clerks ata 
Winnipeg convenience store who acci- 
dentally unfreeze the aforementioned 
Canadian Nazi (Ralph Garman) and his 
army of diminutive, sauerkraut-stuffed 
minions (played by Harley Quinn’s fa- 
ther). Also returning is Tusk’s Québécois 
detective, Guy Lapointe (played by Lily- 
Rose’s father). Yoga Hosers is very silly 
and self-indulgent, and certainly won't 
be for everyone, but Smith earned that 
right after two decades. It’s also notable 
that he has the confidence and maturity 
to make a PG-13 movie in his most reli- 
able idiom — a pair of buddies working 
at a convenience store — and have those 
buddies be teenage girls who have their 
own distinct personalities, sharing nei- 
ther Smith’s or his target audience’s par- 
ticular pop-culture obsessions nor 
tendencies toward compulsive profanity. 
And appropriately enough for a film 
which has a 30 percent rating on Rotten 
Tomatoes at the time of this writing, 
Yoga Hosers takes some potshots at crit- 
ics, but that’s fair: Critics really are the 
worst.

In Order of Disappearance 
Rated R. 

Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
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If it’s no great shock to learn that an 
American remake of Hans Petter Mo- 
land’s dark action-comedy In Order of 
Disappearance has already been an- 
nounced, it’s even less shocking that it’s 
going to star Liam Neeson, replacing the 
multilingual Stellan Skarsgard in the 
lead. Nils Dickman (Skarsgard) is an un- 
assuming snowplow driver in Norway 
who starts picking off the gangsters who 
killed his straight-laced son, Ingvar 
(Aron Eskeland). In doing so, Nils 
(whose surname the gangsters find hi- 
larious) unwittingly heats up an existing 
war between a douchey local crime boss 
named the Count (Pal Sverre Hagen) 
and a Serbian mob run by the aging Papa 
(Bruno Ganz). On paper that sounds like 
the kind of revenge picture that’s been 
Neeson’s stock in trade lately, and 
there’s plenty of violence, but In Order of 
Disappearance has tricks up its bloodied 
sleeve. Skarsgard is not known as an ac- 
tion guy, and the very funny picture is as 
much about its characters as the carnage 
— down to the name of each dead per- 
son appearing on screen — posthu- 
mously, Six Feet Under-style — a gag 
which pays off brilliantly in the final 
showdown. From its title onward, In Or- 
der of Disappearance is a clever piss-take 
on the modern revenge genre, and hope- 
fully it won’t be dumbed down too much 
for mainstream American audiences. SC 


Mia Madre 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza 
Cinema. 
It’s difficult for an expressionistic Italian 
film about a director experiencing an ex- 
istential crisis to not evoke 8% to some 
extent, but Nanni Moretti’s Mia Madre is 
its own lovely meditation on art and life. 
Shooting a heavy drama about striking 
factory workers, director Margherita 





(Margherita Buy) is on the verge of a ner- 
vous breakdown due to the impending 
death of her hospitalized mother, Ada, 
(Giulia Lazzarini) and having to work 
with high-maintenance American movie 
star Barry (John Turturro, speaking Ital- 
ian in what feels like a Stanley Tucci role), 
and the way those impact her already 
frazzled personal life. Unlike the feisty 
dying mother played by beloved character 
actress Margo Martindale in The Hollars 
this week, Ada’s decline is proving to bea 
much messier and undignified process, 
and Mia Madre has a disjointed, occasion- 
ally free-associative rhythm and tone 
that matches Margherita’s own emo- 
tional state. It’s worth noting that there’s 
neither sex nor violence, and while the 
film has received the equivalent of a PG 
rating in most of the rest of the world — 
and the G equivalent in its native Italy — 
our MPAA has rated Mia Madre R because 
of eight utterances of swear words, six of 
which are in Italian. But kids can still get 
into Suicide Squad, so the system works.

The Hollars 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Clay Theater. 

The death of the mother is something 
people prepare for all of their lives, and 
John Krasinki’s comedy-drama The Hol- 
lars is one of two movies opening this 
week that deals with that troubling inevi- 
tability. Upon learning that his mother, 
Sally (beloved character actress Margo 
Martindale) has been hospitalized with a 
brain tumor, struggling graphic novelist 
John Hollar (director Krasinski) leaves 
his very-pregnant girlfriend Rebecca 
(Anna Kendrick) behind in New York, 
with her blessing, to return to his home- 
town. There, he has to deal with the 
wealth of other problems in his family: 
His bitter loser brother (Sharlto Copley) 


has moved back in with their parents 
while stalking his ex-wife, and his father 
(Richard Jenkins) is on the verge of de- 
claring bankruptcy. And high school girl- 
friend (Mary Elizabeth Winstead), who 
now lives with his mother’s nurse (Char- 
lie Day), is still into him. No new story- 
telling ground is broken in the charming 
The Hollars, but it doesn’t need to be. The 
core cast always feels credible as a family, 
and being her usual fearless self, Martin- 
dale gets her head shaved on camera. And 
like Clea DuVall’s The Intervention last 
week, beautiful women throw themselves 
at the actor-director. Not bad work if you 
can get it. SC 


Complete Unknown 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
Roger Ebert often said that what matters 
is not what a movie is about, but how it’s 
about it. Viewed from that angle, Joshua 
Marston's Complete Unknown largely fails 
to find a compelling way to be about its 
subject. Alice (Rachel Weisz) is a habitual 
impostor in the Catch Me If You Can vein. 
She’s been, among other things, a nurse 
and a magician’s assistant in China, and 
is currently a frog scientist in New York. 
Attending a party with a fellow frog sci- 
entist, she encounters Tom (Michael 
Shannon), who recognizes Alice as a 
woman he knew 15 years earlier named 
Jenny; Tom becomes obsessed with get- 
ting the truth out of Alice, to the possible 
detriment of his marriage to the much 
more honest Ramina (Azita Ghanizada). 
The majority of Complete Unknown is a 
two-hander between Weisz and Shannon 
— whose chemistry here feels wasted — 
and their conversations about the impact 
of her disappearance on those she left be- 
hind are more interesting than any of her 
identity-chicanery. The picture never 
fully reckons with the ethical issues 


raised by her fundamentally dishonest 
life, thus by extension excusing them — 
and further demerits are added for the ti- 
tle’s crib from Bob Dylan’s “Like a Rolling 
Stone,’ an association Complete Unknown 
doesn’t come close to earning. SC

A few years after the Shaanxi/Xian boomlet, SoMa gets arestaurant devoted to another regional Chinese cuisine.

Three years ago, there was a 
spate of openings of a previously obscure 
regional Chinese cuisine known as Xian 
or Shaanxi. The capital of Shaanxi Prov- 
ince, a rugged region in western China 
with a climate similar to that of North 
Dakota, only with less snow, is Xian (or 
Xi'an). Rice doesn’t grow there, so noo- 
dles — frequently hand-rolled — domi- 
nate, and the food tends to be oily, 
meaty, unsubtle, and heavily spiced. 

It’s delicious and it has medicinal 
properties; Xian food cured the sec- 
ond-worst hangover I’ve ever had. At 
the time, I thought — naively, as it 
turned out — that this was the wave of 
the future, as House of Xian Dumpling 
opened in Chinatown, Xi An Gourmet 
popped up on Clement, and Terra Cot- 
ta Warrior emerged in the Sunset. (It 
caught on more strongly in New York, 
where XiAn Famous Foods quickly 
became a chain with 11 locations, plus 
copycats. Unsurprisingly, there are lots 
of Xian restaurants in L.A., too.) 

And that’s where things pretty 
much ended. House of Xian Dumpling 
and the superior Terra Cotta Warrior 
are still in business, but Xi An Gour- 
met — where | admittedly stopped 
going, even though the ma po tofu was 
really good, after the spurned ex of one 
of the owners threw me, my boyfriend, 
and a few other tables out in a fit of 
pique — is gone, and no other Shaanxi 
restaurants appear to have opened 
since. 

But different regional Chinese cui- 
sine, Chiu Chow (also known as Cha- 
oshan or Teochew), has emerged. Téo, 
at the corner of Mission and Seventh 
streets in SoMa and underneath Good 
Hotel, is far fancier than any of its 
Xian predecessors — there’s a full bar 
and a tiny sliver of original exposed 
brick on the rear wall — and it clearly 
aims to cater to a demographic far be- 
yond its own neighborhood. No images 
of lamb cumin sandwiches are tacked 
to the walls, and the lighting is good. 

In all, it’s mixed. Although I try to 
refrain from adjudicating authenticity 
as much as possible, as far as I can as- 
certain, Téo does best when it sticks to 
its home region. Many of the cocktails 
are the type you'll find at Asian-fusion 
restaurants where people go to party 
— yes, there’s a lychee martini, and 
yes, there’s a lemongrass mojito — but 
a bit down-menu you'll find something 
called Shot of Death (Thai chili-in- 
fused reposado tequila, egg white, 
and five-spice syrup, $10). I waited 
for it to rev up my Freudian death 


drive, but its constituent parts just 
buckled apart into nothingness. The 5 
Spice Old Fashioned ($9) suffered the 
opposite problem: I was hoping the 
fennel and cinnamon might augment 
the vanilla in the bourbon, but what 
came through were aggressive notes 
of Szechuan pepper and clove, warring 
with the base spirit. It’s very rare that I 
find a cocktail to be not sweet enough, 
but this was one

exceptions, the food 
was better. Because 
Guangdong Province borders the 
Pacific, Chiu Chow food is known to 
be heavy on fresh seafood and less 
reliant on seasoning than other Chi- 
nese culinary traditions; in a sense, it’s 
not fundamentally different from the 
Cantonese food that forms the bedrock 
of what most Americans think of when 
they think of Chinese food, although 
the technique was more readily ap- 
parent than the place in the shopping 
center in everyone's hometown. 

With the beguiling texture of deep- 
fried Oreos, the four pieces of taro 
roll ($10) were among my favorites. 


itly states it’s for 

the adventurous. 
There were pig ears, the satisfying 
chew of which I liked very much, a few 
more slices of goose, and some car- 
tilage-filled, hard-to-identify chunks 
of offal. Tucked beneath everything 
were two pieces of firm tofu, greatly 
enhanced by riding along with their 
meaty brethren. 

Less tasty was a bowl of cream of 
rice with fish soup ($8), which, al- 
though the broth was silkier than any 
New England chowder, contained a 
rock cod that was virtually flavorless, 
like the bastardized moo goo gai pan 
I remember from growing up. The

Téo fried rice ($12) was a packed ves- 
sel dumped upside down, and while 
there was corn in there and the bits 

of sausage were nice, it felt more like 
glorified takeout than an emblem of a 
hard-to-find region. It’s not the fairest 
comparison, maybe, but I couldn’t help 
but think of Mission Chinese Food’s 
fattier equivalent, cooked in a mack- 
erel confit and only a dollar more. But 
the very best item was arguably the 
humblest: sea cucumber braised with 
the biggest stumps of green onion I’ve 
ever seen ($20). The menu called it 
“crispy,” and although the consistency 
couldn’t have been farther away, that’s 
to its credit. Slathered in enough sauce 
to put Kansas City ribs to shame, it 
had the gelatinous feel of the very 
best shrimp har gow dumpling, and 
although the vinegar was not meant to 
go with it, it came out the stronger for 
a tiny spoonful sprinkled on top. 

At 80 seats, with room for 40 more 
in the lounge, and on an off-putting 
block, Téo has unfortunate echoes of 
some other nearby restaurants of its 
size that flamed out this year. But in 
the best-case scenario, it could inspire 
a boomlet of Chiu Chow restaurants in 
the area that then go on to strengthen 
one another. As of right now, though, 
it stands alone at the threshold of 
novelty.

Five Standout 
Dishes From 
Bluestem 

, Brasserie

Five years into its tenure as the 
loveliest restaurant on Yerba Buena Lane 
— sorry, Beard Papa’s — Bluestem Bras- 
serie deserves respect for never settling 
into a rut, however adroit it may be. Pe- 
rennially refreshing their cocktail and 
dessert menus, the husband-and-wife 
team of Adam and Stacy Jed brought on 
Lori Baker as consulting pastry chef 
when her husband, Jeff Banker, became 
executive chef, and now the keys to the 
kitchen have been handed over to John 
Griffiths (formerly of The Advocate in 
Berkeley). 

Even if you only get so many din- 
ners out, Bluestem is a restaurant that’s 
worth revisiting on the regular, because 
while the glassy, modern interior re- 
mains constant, the seasons ebb and 
flow through it with precision found 
few other places. A recent late-summer 
visit revealed more than a few dishes 
worth sharing. Here are five of the best. 


Blistered kale 

We love kale as much as anyone, but it’s a 
green for which more is always more. The 
garlic-anchovy sauce covering these 
wilted leaves — and the addition of citrus 
and black and white sesame seeds — 
yields a dish that whets the appetite bet- 
ter than a salad ever will. There’s a reason 
you see ‘Kale” shirts that look like the 
vegetable went to an Ivy League school. 


Chicken liver toast 

Admittedly, this is something that can be 
had all over town, but these two wedges 
of rich, pink paté feel almost like slices of 
pie. That’s owing in part to their thick- 
ness, but mostly to the fact that they’re 
topped with fruit — stone fruit on my 
visit, but currently Thomcord grapes — 
plus almonds and grilled rosemary. 
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Lamb tartare 

As with the chicken liver toast, tartares 
are rare only in the sense of the distance 
they’re kept from the flame, but Blue- 
stem tops its version with snow peas, a 
smoked egg yolk, yogurt, and a scal- 
lion-chile relish. Again, like the liver, 
these add-ons temper and complexify 
what might otherwise be a simple (if rar- 
efied) savory dish. 


Caramelized scallops 

A dorsal fin of guanciale pokes out from 
above the canopy of Italian parsley and 
Treviso radicchio covering these elegantly 
prepared scallops, which flake apart at 
the touch of the fork, just so. While nomi- 
nally a New American restaurant, this 
dish proves Bluestem’s versatility; it 
wouldn't be out of place in an osteria just 
inland of Venice. 


Cookiémon 

A play on milk-and-cookies — the craze 
that will be with us long after the last 
Wartortle is caught — this is a classic for 
a reason. You could opt for Bluestem’s 
arachibutyrophobia, a peanut-and-ba- 
nana-heavy chocolate cake named for the 
fear of peanut butter, but warm, salted 
chocolate chip cookies and a cookies ’n’ 
cream milkshake (complete with bar- 
ber-pole straw) are pure happiness, and 
that’s just that.

The Somm of the 
World's Second- 
Best Restaurant 
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If you can’t go to the (second-)best 
restaurant in the world, don’t miss it 
when it comes to you. 

As much as I fancy myself an effete 
cosmopolitan who's destined yy p43 
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to go everywhere eventually, Navient 
and Discover Student Loans have con- 
spired to make it pretty unlikely that 
lll be traveling to Girona, Spain, any- 
time soon — even though it’s home to 
the three-Michelin-starred El Celler de 
Can Roca, named the best restaurant 
in the world in 2013 and 2015. (It took 
second place in 2011, 2012, 2014, and 
again this year.) 

As part of the BBVA El Celler de 
Can Roca World Tour, the three Celler 
brothers — chef Joan, sommelier 
Josep, and patissier Jordi — cooked 
an 18-course, largely San Francis- 
co-themed meal for more than 100 
people at the Julia Morgan Ballroom 
last week, and this underdressed, 
starry-eyed schmuck got to have a 
wine-soaked, off-the-record conver- 
sation with some banker bros and a 
sitting member of Congress. Some of 
the dishes were more high-concept 
than delicious, per se — one dessert, 
an exercise in synesthesia, consisted of 
12 brightly hued purees arranged like 
an artist’s palette atop a gizmo that 
translates color into sound, allowing 
everyone to hear their food — but the 
lobster parmentier with mole sauce anc 
phytoplankton sponge cake smoked 
with spices were extraordinary, as was 
the squab parfait bonbon in the second 
course of appetizers (a physical pop-up, 
or cardboard replica of the brothers at 
play in their youth, Yankees jersey and 
everything.) 

On an earlier leg of the BBVA tour, I 
had the opportunity to speak with Jo- 
sep Roca, who is known for his unorth- 
odox wine pairings (and for a cellar tha 
contains some 60,000 bottles). I mainly 
wanted to know if, like tennis, it’s hard. 
er to stay at the top than to get there. 

“T think it’s more difficult to go to 
first place,” Roca said. But now that he 
and his brothers have hovered at or jus: 
below the top for almost the entirety 
of the 2010s, his worries have focused 
more on expanding access to good food 
Calling the idea his ethical code, he 
wants high-end gastronomy to merge 
back into the folk traditions from 
which it came, and help the world’s 
small-scale growers and artisans ben- 
efit from the success of niche products 
at the hands of global foodie culture. 

“The idea is to take a step back, so 
you don’t think too much about being 
No. 1 and you feel a little humble,” Roc: 
said through a translator, “but at the 
same time, to take advantage of the 
opportunity.” 

At the time, he and his team had 
traveled from Texas to California, and 
while they were scheduled to dine at 
Atelier Crenn, they frequently opt to 
eat at out-of-the-way places, like pop 
stars keeping one eye trained on teen- 
age street style. 

“We were in Dallas, in a Vietnamese 
restaurant nobody had heard of but 
which we were told about,” Roca said. 
“We will always be like a small kid 
with the eyes open. Every day, you can 
learn.” — PLK 
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Cat Nap Fever

The confectionary plant in 
Willy Wonka and the Chocolate Factory is 
initially depicted as a forlorn place. Five 
Golden Ticket holders eventually get to 
know Gene Wilder’s malevolent whimsy, 
but at first, it looks as forbidding as a me- 
dieval fortress or Edward Scissorhands’ 
house. (“Nobody ever goes in, and no- 
body ever goes out,” the tinker tells a curi- 
ous Charlie Bucket.) As a plot device, it’s 
effective. But considered from an urban- 
ist angle, it could not bea bigger failure. 
Temescal Brewing in Oakland takes 
the unapproachability out and inserts 
a pink door instead. Once inside, you'll 
be greeted not by Oompah-Loompahs 
moralizing in song, but by pastel wall 
art that looks like an Etsy store that 
sells the components of the Saved by 
the Bell opening credits and a lem- 
on-yellow neon sign reading “no jerks.” 
There are black-and-white striped 
pillows and free popcorn. By the stan- 
dards of its peers, it’s almost cutesy. 
Still, pink door or otherwise, it’s al- 
most impossible to hide the industrial 
equipment that makes a microbrewery 
a brewery. Of course, if there were am- 
ple space to conceal the fermentation 
tanks, the place wouldn't necessarily 
be very micro and it might be hard to 
find a home in a real-estate market as 
tight as ours. But there’s no shame in 
putting mash hydrators and grist cases 
front and center, either. Collapsing the 
distance between production and con- 
sumption welcomes the drinker into 


the fold, and makes everything about 
the operation feel as approachable as a 
corner bistro with 12 tables. That you 
can also fill a growler straight from 
the proverbial tap without having to 
pay for a docent-lead tour the way you 
would at, say, the Guinness Brewery 
in Dublin is another draw, especially 
for people who live within walking 
distance. 

At Temescal, those growlers get re- 
filed for either $7 (750 ml) or $16 (two 
liters). One good indicator that this 
is a place to chill was that on a recent 
visit, the five beers on tap all had ABVs 
of 6.5 percent or lower, with three 
being outright sessionable, at or under 
5 percent. And taken together, they 
represent a good cross-section of what 
a contemporary brewery ought to offer, 
with a blonde ale (Cat Nap), a dark mild 
(Bank Holiday), a pale ale made with 
wheat (Weekend), an IPA (Good to 
Go), and a porter (Search Party). That 
sounds almost resolutely un-trendy, 
but it may have been pure chance: Head 
brewer Wade Ritchey — who dida 
stint at Cellarmaker Brewing in SoMa 
— does have a keg-conditioned saison 
called Tip Toe. If you want a flight, 
and you should definitely give them 
all a whirl, it’s only $10 for five fairly 
generous pours. (The only downside is 
that Temescal doesn’t provide racks or 
labels, so you're sitting outside, you'll 
likely have to make at least two trips 
from the bar — and remember which 
is which.) 

But it’s worth hanging out in that 
beer garden. 

As an inveterate IPA fan, I assumed 
I'd gravitate toward the Good to Go, 
but it was the toffee-caramel flavor 
of the Bank Holiday that lit my fuse. 
In terms of doing something rather 
original while catering to an almost 
universally liked flavor, however, 
the chamomile-heavy Cat Nap was a 
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Peter Lawrence Kane 
shrewd creation. 

Spacious outdoor patios can accom- 
modate people pushing strollers, even 
if the world at large doesn’t always, 
and at Temescal, a chocolate milk will 
only set you back $2 (and no risk of 
falling into a chocolate river and go- 
ing up a pipe). Beneath the strings of 
lights, a cycle of food trucks stakes a 
claim: Doc’s Classic comfort food one 
day, Filipino food from The Lumpia 
Company the next. As it’s open until 10 
p.m. or later six nights a week, you can 
drink these quaffable beers until what 
passes for the wee hours when we're 
talking about an outdoor venue in a 
neighborhood where more people sleep 
than work. 

It may be that we’re entering an era 
when every residential neighborhood 
has not just a local dive, a craft cocktail 
bar, and at least one restaurant with a 
good wine list, but also a microbrew- 
ery of its own. SoMa, Dogpatch, and 
the Bayview have plenty of breweries 
among all the many city blocks zoned 
for industry and full of old buildings 
on large parcels. While those neigh- 
borhoods are also home to many 
thousands of people each, breweries 
have also appeared in places with con- 
siderably higher population densities: 
The Lower Haight has Black Sands, the 
Mission has Southern Pacific, Bernal 
Heights has Barebottle, and the Sunset 
has Social Kitchen and Sunset Res- 
ervoir. It’s becoming hard to keep up 
with all the Bay Area’s new breweries 
even at the rate of visiting one every 
other week or so, but there’s a lot of 
untapped neighborhoods yet.

Tajal and Casual of the legendary Hieroglyphics rap collective discuss this year’s Hiero Day in Oakland.

On Sept. 5, hundreds of people 
of all ages will flock to the bowels of West 
Oakland. In between railroad tracks and 
old factory buildings, stages and tents 
will be erected and food carts wheeled in 
for one of the Bay Area’s best new Labor 
Day weekend traditions: Hiero Day. 

Hiero Day was born in 2012 when 
then-Oakland Mayor Jean Quan pro- 
claimed Sept. 3 a city-wide holiday in 
honor of Hieroglyphics, the almost 
three-decades-old hip-hop crew that 
includes rappers Pep Love, Del the 
Funky Homosapien, and Casual; pro- 
ducers Domino and DJ Toure; and 
Phesto, A-Plus, Opio, and Tajai of the 
group Souls of Mischief. Known for its 
laidback, old-school flair and penchant 
for jazzy, funkified instrumentals, 
Hieroglyphics has become, over the 
years, more than just a rap collective: 
It’s a Bay Area institution. 

Aside from making music, the 
crew's main goal is to support and pro- 
mote local rising artists, which they ac- 
complish every year by throwing their 
Hiero Day event that provides up-and- 
comers with a chance to perform. 

“When you get to this point in your 
career, you start focusing on giving 
back,” Casual says. “What can you do 
to help other people who are like you? 
What things can you offer that you 
wish you'd had earlier in your career?” 

As a platform, Hiero Day, which is 
held in the South Prescott neighbor- 
hood of West Oakland, has welcomed 
a slew of artists, from Bay Area-based 
newcomers — A-1, Azure, Jay Ant, 
and Kool John — to established local 
legends, such as Mistah F.A.B and 
Locksmith. 

Not to mention, the event has also 
seen appearances from musicians 
that have since broken into the main- 
stream, like Oakland Grammy Award 
nominee Kehlani, recent Dr. Dre signee 
Anderson .Paak, Odd Future member 
Domo Genesis, and Inglewood rapper 
Casey Veggies. While the event has 
never positioned itself specifically asa 
springboard for talent, the mix of fresh 
faces with longtime favorites cultivates 
an atmosphere that draws in perform- 
ers from across the rap — and occa- 
sionally R&B — spectrum and brings 
them together for one exceptional day. 

“We always try to make sure we 
break a few genre barriers within hip 
hop,’ Casual says, “to make sure people 
know that we enjoy a little bit of ev- 
erything.” 

For the 2016 edition, Louisiana 
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throwback Juvenile (of “Back That 
Thang Up” fame) will share the stage 
with superstar producer Just Blaze 
(who has worked with Beyonce, Ken- 
drick Lamar, Jay-Z) and favorites like 
Murs and Too $hort. Of special note 
is Siri, a 19-year-old Oakland word- 
smith who also happens to be Tajai’s 
daughter. 

“Siri is dope,” her father confirms. 
“She has a lot of good music. It took a 
while to get into it, but I actually like 
her music.” 

Oftentimes, the biggest hurdle fac- 
ing newcomers, like Siri, can be finding 
a venue that will book them and that 
is safe. 

“Young people have nowhere to 
go, and that’s frustrating,” Tajai says. 
“They just killed a kid this weekend.” 

The shooting he’s referring to — a 
birthday party at an Oakland art 
gallery that left two young men dead 
from multiple gunshot wounds — is 
a stark reminder of what Hiero Day is 


all about. 

“Really, we’re just pushing for a chill 
party vibe,” Tajai adds. “As a kid, we 
used to sneak into warehouse parties 
and stuff like that, but there’s never 
been a place where it’s just like all-ages 
or 18 and up. A place that’s safe. That’s 
what we want to do with Hiero Day.” 

Last year, the crew introduced an- 
other change to Hiero Day: After being 
completely free for its first three years, 
a ticket price of $10 was added for the 
2015 edition. This year, the price is set 
at $19.93 (get it?). In discussing the 
addition of a ticket to the event, Tajai 
contrasts Hiero Day with more main- 
stream music festivals. 

“[Other festivals] are always trying 
to push something on you, trying to 
sell something,” he says. “The tickets 
are like $100, so you're kind of forced 
to get your fun out of it — your fun 
value per dollar. We’re trying to give 
you way more.” 

Eight hours of fun for under $20

seems reasonable enough, especially in 
light of the fact that proceeds from the 
event will be used to fund programs for 
local housing and support independent 
businesses. Whatever Hiero Day posi- 
tions itself to be — a concert, a party, 

a platform — it is, most importantly, 

a celebration of an immensely resilient 
community and city, just like the music 
of its namesakes. 

“Oakland produced us,” Tajai says. 
“It’s produced a lot of positive stuff. I 
understand that now Oakland is hip 
and cool because the rest of the world 
has figured it out, but we’ve always 
tried to represent the positive.”

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‘YOU JUST LOOK AT THE WORLD DIFFERENTLY’

If you’re a Boyz II Men devotee, 
you re probably up to date on all things 
related to the almost three-decades-old 
R&B group. But if you're just a casual fan, 
chances are you haven't listened to them 
since that time you cheated on your part- 
ner and had to play “On Bended Knee” to 
lure them back. 

But here’s the thing: Just because 
you haven't spun a Boyz II Men record 
since the 1990s doesn’t mean they’ve 
stopped making music, or that the 
rest of the world has forgotten about 
them. According to Spotify, an aver- 
age of 1.6 million people listen to the 
Grammy Award-winning band’s jams 
every month, and YouTube stats culled 
from their recent music videos show a 
similar trend. 

Shocked that Boyz II Men even has 
recent music videos? Well, buck up. 
The trio, which lost fourth member 
Michael McCary in 2003 due to health 
reasons, might be old — if you consid- 
er being in your mid-40s “old” — but 
they’re not dead. 

“We're still here,” says Boyz II Men 
tenor Shawn Stockman. “And that’s 
such a blessing. We’ve been fortunate 
enough to have loyal fans that under- 
stand and know exactly what it is we 
are going through and they still sup- 
port and listen to us.” 

It’s been decades since 1994’s II, 
which was one of the best-selling 
records of the ’90s, but that hasn’t 
stopped Boyz II Men from releasing 
nine studio albums and pursuing other 
projects in the years since. They head- 
lined a “Love Cruise” a few years back, 
got their star on the Hollywood Walk 
of Fame in 2012, and, for the past 
three years, headline regular shows 
at the Mirage Hotel and Casino in 
Las Vegas. Boyz II Men has also made 
appearances on both talk shows and 
game shows, had a cameo ina 2014 
episode of How I Met Your Mother, and 
played teen angels in the 2016 Fox spe- 
cial Grease: Live. Not to mention, they 
kicked off this summer’s Democratic 
National Convention in Philadelphia 
with a performance of “Motownphilly,” 
the group’s first-ever single from 1991. 

But there are some things about 
the band that have changed over the 
years. While love is still very mucha 
central tenet of Boyz II Men’s music 
— their 2014 album, Collide, has songs 
called “Better Half” and “As Long As 
I’m With You” — their focus is not as 
staid and traditional as it once was. 

On Collide, there’s an ode to strippers, 
“What Happens in Vegas,” and medita- 


tions on aging and dying in “Diamond 
Eyes.” Even their music videos, which 
touch on topics of bullying, interracial 
dating, parent-child relationships, 
and returning home from war, reflect 
the band’s aim to be more universal 
and applicable to all listeners, not just 
those in love. 

“There’s just things that you tend to 
experience as you get older and as you 
live life that change your perspective,” 
says Stockman, who admits that mar- 
riage and fatherhood have also played 
a role. “You just look at the world dif- 
ferently. You feel more inclined to do- 
ing things for the world and you tend 
to have an affinity and a connection to 
a lot more folks.” 

Recent political events, like po- 
lice shootings and acts of terrorism 
abroad, have also inspired the band 
to pursue new musical directions. 

You can hear it in 2011’s “One Up For 
Love,” a song about changing the world 
through love, despite the fact that “so 
many are angry / Too many are broken 
in / And the smoke keeps rising up,” 
and Collide’s self-titled album closer 
that references “the flames of Hell” and 
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The Sound of Maturation 


how “this whole world’s fading away.” 
“It’s not all about love songs right 
now, Stockman says. “The cynicism 
and the derision, all of those things 
that happen in the United States and 
abroad, have become commonplace 
and we’re numb to it. And with me 
being in the state I’m in, as a father of 
two black sons and a black daughter, 
stuff like this I can’t ignore. I have to 
take responsibility to make people 
aware that this is happening. These 
tragedies are real and we need to stop 
ignoring them like they don’t exist.” 
Boyz II Men has also become more 
adventurous musically. Rife with bassy 
undertones, Collide was the group’s 
first foray with Auto-Tune, a decision, 
Stockman says, intended to make 
the band sound more au courant, like 
Young Thug or Future, as opposed to 
an attempt to mask their voices. 
“We're at a point in our lives and 
at a stage in our careers where we can 
kind of do things that we might not 
have thought of doing in the past,” 
he adds. “With Auto-Tune, it was not 
necessarily about fixing our voices, but 
instead to make them sound cool.”

At the behest of a label executive 
who recommended adding live instru- 
mentation to the album, Stockman 
also learned how to play guitar. 

And though the album received 
mixed reviews from critics who called 
it “scattered” and “schizophrenic,” he 
doesn’t consider it a failure. For Stock- 
man, Collide is a personal win, as well 
as a testament to the band’s ability to 
change and adapt with the times. 

“Collide might not have sold as 
many records as our previous ones, he 
says, but it’s done something for me 
that no album has ever done before.”

Tim Hecker, Andy Stott, and 
Demdike Stare have all managed to 
achieve wide-ranging crossover success 
by producing uncompromisingly idiosyn- 
cratic music. The three don’t sound par- 
ticularly alike, but each artist’s music is 
unmistakably their own; they sound like 
nobody else in the biz, and nobody 
sounds like them. 

Tim Hecker makes enormous, co-

None, however, 
embraced the wonders of techno so fully 
as Simian — who became Simian Mobile 
Disco when they gave up their guitars and 
drums for synths and samplers. They're 
also excellent DJs, digging into the depths 
of contemporary techno, unafraid to get 

a little weird, but never losing sight of a 
heavy, melodic groove.

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could, in another context, be called 
“ambient music,” but in Hecker’s hands 
is anything but. Hecker’s live perfor- 
mances are sensory overloads, in the 
best possible way; be prepared to face 
oblivion and love it. 

Andy Stott dabbled in dub techno, 
but soon slowed down the tempo 
and coated his work in a hazy, sludgy 
sheen. His breakout record, Luxury 
Problems, exposed whole new crowds to 
the wonders of experimental techno. 
Demdike Stare, meanwhile, riff on hor- 
ror soundtracks, old-school rave, and 
industrial music in equal measure, sur- 
facing the sounds that lurk at the pe- 
riphery of our collective subconscious. 

Catching all three together at once 
is like Halloween come early. 


After five years straight throwing parties 
every week — roughly 260 parties, for 
those counting — Honey Soundsystem’'s 
Sunday night festivities became the stuff 
of legend. They retired their weekly in 
2013, but Honey Sundays live on several 
three-day weekends a year. To celebrate 
this Labor Day, they've invited Chris Cruse, 
commandeer of L.A.'s Spotlight under- 
ground party, to join them. Cruse mixes 
up contemporary deep house and jackin’ 
techno with vintage disco, just like Honey. 


NOTABLE LOCAL RECORDS 


Roomers by Holy Shit; Long Live 
Death Records 


There’s nothing quite like bedroom pop. 
By that I mean simple, unadorned, inti- 
mate music written, recorded, and per- 
formed by (usually) one person. In effect, 
it’s a refashioning of the singer-song- 
writer phenomenon with a 21st century 
roadmap: Instead of guitars and harmo- 
nized vocals, bedroom pop is often synth- 
and sample-based, and looseness (in 
composition, in recording) is a selling 
point. 

Roomers, the new album from Holy 
Shit, the alias of Bay-to-L.A. musician 
Matt Fishbeck (which featured Ariel 
Pink and Girls’ Christopher Owens 
alongside Fishbeck, once upon a time), 
is a pitch-perfect bedroom pop album, 
a weird, moody, and intensely personal 
record. 

The album’s press materials suggest 
Roomers is an “entrance into the dance 
macabre,’ a “departure from the early 
lo-fi bedroom pop sound.” This is both 
true and not true because Roomers 
sounds completely different from Holy 
Shit’s last album circa 2006. Gone are 
the jangly guitars, close-miked vocals, 
and veneer of raggedness. On offer 
instead are low-key, fragile synthpop 
songs abutted by drawn-out, moody 
washes of synthesizer pads, ambient 
tones for the painfully alone. A dance 
record this is not: The sound palette

has changed, but Roomers is just as 
“bedroom” as ever. 

Roomers is not for those who pre- 
fer their pop music to be grandiose, 
baroque, carefully engineered, and de- 
signed by committee. Those looking for 
a shot-from-the-heart missive of pop 
melancholia, however, will find much 
to love here. 


Felidae by Felidae; self-released 


As Wikipedia kindly elucidates, “Felidae 
is the family of cats.” Felidae is also the 
collaborative effort between Bay Area ex- 
perimental musicians Sharmi Basu and 
Fanciulla Gentile, whose self-titled debut 
album was recently released via Band- 
camp. Basu records solo as Beast Nest, 
and his latest album, Taste of India, was 
reviewed in this column. Whereas Taste of 
India is a gently crackling ode to the heal- 
ing force of a barely there synthesizer 
tone, Felidae is a mind-bending psyche- 
delic paean to the human voice. 

Synthesizers, samplers, and various 
noise-making machines are Felidae’s 
skeleton, but voice is its spirit. Voice — 
not vocals, per se, because legible words 
seem distinctly beside the point — is 
present from minute one, creating a 
sprawling tapestry of sound whose ten- 
or is at once liturgical and otherworldly. 
Felidae uses voice as others would use 
synthesizers, and the result is surreal: 
The album is grounded in humanity, 
but feels completely alien. 

You can also split the record into 
two parts. The first comprises two long 
pieces that feel particularly cosmic and 
celestial, divinely feminine transmis- 
sions from on high. Two aggressive, 
noisier pieces (inexplicably named after 
Pokémon) close out the album. “Emer- 
ald,” its shortest offering, is a transi- 
tional piece bridging the two. 

Felidae is a seamless melange of the 
traditional and the deeply weird. It’s a 
beautiful, unique listen, a clear stand- 
out in a genre rife with copycats.

Australia, you've done it again! Why the Land from Down Under has suddenly 
become such fertile ground for indie rock acts like Courtney Barnett and 
Hockey Dad, I’m not sure. But Tame Impala may be its crown jewel. A person 
disguised as a band, Tame Impala is, in essence, Kevin Parker, who holds down 
writing, recording, performing, and producing duties. Unfortunately, cloning 
technology has not caught up with Parker’s need to have five of himself on stage 
at once, so he’s recruited some bandmates to help him realize the psychedelic 
bedroom rock he’s perfected across three albums. Unlike the more cosmically 
surreal product of acts like the Flaming Lips, Parker’s sound shares as much in 
common with shoegazers like My Bloody Valentine as it does with anything 
likely to inspire you to gobble up a few hits of blotter acid. Written largely on a 
drum machine, the songs on Currents, Tame Impala’s most recent release, in- 
volve falsetto, phasing, and synthesizers mixed with a chemist’s precision to 
produce something both dreamy and isolating. Joining Parker for his show at 
The Greek is Unknown Mortal Orchestra, another group that, in truth, is 
largely the product of one singer, guitarist, and songwriter: Ruban Nielson. An 
evening of rock auteurs set underneath the windswept Berkeley sky will be an 
ideal way to bid adieu to a summer that never started.

Some bands are so vital to the history of their genre that it would be almost 
blasphemous if you didn’t know who they were. No true rock fan doesn’t own 
an album by Led Zeppelin or Jimi Hendrix, just like no legit folk fanatic can’t 
quote a song from Joni Mitchell or Bob Dylan. The same goes for reggae. If 
you re a real rasta or roots acolyte, you're familiar not only with Bob Marley — I 
mean, duh — but with Black Uhuru as well. Formed in Jamaica in 1972, Black 
Uhuru made a name for itself by combining traditional reggae tropes, such as 
lyrics about social justice and Afrocentrism, with hints of dub and electropop 
instrumentation, like synthesizers. Widely lauded as being ahead of its time, 
the band won the first ever Grammy Award for Best Reggae Album in 1985, and 
to this day is still making music and touring. For an introductory course on 
Black Uhuru, listen to three of their top hits, “Guess Who’s Coming To Dinner,” 
“What Is Life,” and “Chill Out.” Decades old, these laidback, funkified tunes still 
have a contemporary sound to them, which just goes to show you how well the

Intrigue can be both annoying and interesting, especially when it comes to mu- 
sicians. Tell fans nothing about yourself or your life and they'll either love you 
or hate you for it. Such is the case with Michl, a youngish electronic-pop singer 
from somewhere in California who only started releasing music, at least under 
his current name, at the end of last year. Hell, even his press photos are blurred 
in the face, which just goes to show you how uninterested he is in being any- 
thing more than an enigma. In a post on Facebook, Michl described his debut 
self-titled album, which dropped in August, as being “three years in the making” 
and containing “personal stories.” Of course, what those stories are is not ex- 
actly clear because even though Michl posts his lyrics on SoundCloud, they’re 
too vague and poetic to be interpreted literally. But whatever: If you like an art- 
ist’s music, sometimes it doesn’t matter if you don’t know anything about them. 
Mystery man though he may be, Michl possesses a crystalline falsetto anda 
penchant for sweeping, grandiose soundscapes that lend an inescapable air of 
melancholy and wistfulness to the music. It’s clear the guy has a lot of emotions, 
but exactly what those emotions are or from where they stem has yet to be re-

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CLIENT TELL

I have been seeing sex workers for 30 years, and I 
shudder to think how shitty my life would have been 
without them. Some have become friends, but I’ve 
appreciated all of them. Negative stereotypes about 
guys like me are not fair, but sex work does have 
its problems. Some clients (including females) are 
difficult—difficult clients aren't typically violent; more 
often they're inconsiderate and demanding. Clients need 
to understand that all people have limits and feelings, 
and money doesn’t change that. But what can we clients 
do to fight stupid, regressive, repressive laws that harm 
sex workers? 


Not A John 


You can speak up, NAJ. 

The current line from prohibitionists—people 
who want sex work to remain illegal—is that all 
women who sell sex are victims and all men who buy 
sex are monsters. But talk to actual sex workers and 
you hear about considerate, regular clients who are 
kind, respectful, and sometimes personally helpful in 
unexpected ways. (A sex worker friend had a regular 
client who was a dentist; he did some expensive 
dental work for my uninsured friend—and he did it 
for free, not for trade.) You also hear about clients 
who are threatening or violent—and how laws 
against sex work make it impossible for them to go to 
the police, making them more vulnerable to violence, 
exploitation, and abuse, not less. 

There is a large and growing sex workers’ 
rights movement, NAJ, which Emily Bazelon 
wrote about in a terrific cover story for the New 
York Times Magazine (“Should Prostitution Be 
a Crime?” May 5, 2016). Bazelon spoke with 
scores of sex workers active in the growing and 
increasingly effective decriminalization movement. 
Amnesty International recently called for the full 
decriminalization of sex work, joining Human 
Rights Watch, the World Health Organization, and 
other large, mainstream health and human rights 
groups. 

But there’s something missing from the 
movement to decriminalize sex work: clients like 
you, NAJ. 

Maggie McNeill, a sex worker, activist, and 
writer, wrote a blistering piece on her blog (“The 
Honest Courtesan”) about a recent undercover 
police operation in Seattle. Scores of men seeking to 
hire sex workers—the men ranged from surgeons 
to bus drivers to journalists—were arrested and 
subjected to ritualized public humiliation designed 
to discourage other men from paying for sex. 

“These crusades do nothing but hurt the 
most vulnerable individuals on both sides of the 
transaction,” McNeill wrote. “The only way to stop 
this [is for] all of you clients out there get off of your 
duffs and fight. Regular clients outnumber full-time 
whores by at least 60 to 1; gentlemen, I suggest you 
rethink your current silence, unless you want to be 
the next one with your name and picture splashed 
across newspapers, TV screens and websites.” 

The legal risks and social stigma attached to 
buying sex doubtless leave some clients feeling like 
they can’t speak up and join the fight, and the much- 
touted “Nordic Model” is upping the legal stakes 
for buyers of sex. (Ihe Nordic Model makes buying 
sex illegal, not selling it. In theory, only clients are 
supposed to suffer, but in practice, the women are 
punished, too. Bazelon unpacks the harms of the 
Nordic Model in her story—please go read it.) But 
sex workers today, like gays and lesbians not too 
long ago, are coming out in ever-greater numbers to 
fight for their rights in the face of potentially dire 
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legal and social consequences. 

Clients need to join the fight—or perhaps I 
should say clients need to rejoin the fight. 

In The Origins of Sex: A History of the First 
Sexual Revolution, which I read while I was away on 
vacation, author Faramerz Dabhoiwala writes about 
“Societies of Virtue” formed all over England in 
the late 17th century. Adulterers, fornicators, and 
Sabbath-breakers were persecuted by these groups, 
NAJ, but their campaigns against prostitutes were 
particularly vicious and indiscriminate; women were 
thrown in jail or publicly whipped for the crime 
of having a “lewd” appearance. The persecution of 
streetwalkers, brothel owners, and women guilty 
of “[walking] quietly about the street” went on for 
decades. 

Then a beautiful thing happened. 

“In the spring of 1711, a drive against ‘loose 
women and their male followers’ in Covent Garden 
was foiled when ‘the constables were dreadfully 
maimed, and one mortally wounded, by ruffians 
aided by 40 soldiers of the guards, who entered 
into a combination to protect the women,” writes 
Dabhoiwala. “On another occasion in the East 
End, a crowd of over a thousand seamen mobbed 
the local magistrates and forcibly released a group 
of convicted prostitutes being sent to a house of 
correction.” 

Male followers of loose women, soldiers of the 
guard, mobs of seamen—not altruists, but likely 
clients of the women they fought to defend. And 
thanks to their efforts and the efforts of 18th- 
century sex workers who lawyered up, marched 
into court, and sued the pants off Society of Virtue 
members, by the middle of the 18th century, women 
could walk the streets without being arrested or 
harassed—even women known to be prostitutes. 

I'm not suggesting that today’s clients form 
mobs and attack prohibitionists, cops, prosecutors, 
and their enablers in the media. But clients can and 
should be out there speaking up in defense of sex 
workers and themselves. Sex workers are speaking 
up and fighting back—on Twitter and other social- 
media platforms, sometimes anonymously, but 
increasingly under their own names—and they’re 
staring down the stigma, the shame, and the law on 
their own. It’s time for their clients to join them in 
the fight. 


I'm a 26-year-old gay male, and I like to explore 
my feminine side by wearing female clothes. I have a 
boyfriend who likes to do the same thing, but he doesn’t 
have the courage to tell his parents that he’s gay and 
explores his feminine side by wearing female clothes. I 
want to adopt early school-age boys and teach them that 
they can explore their feminine side by wearing female 
clothes. My question has two parts. First, in regard 
to my boyfriend, how can I encourage him to tell his 
parents he’s gay and wants to explore his feminine side 
by wearing female clothes? Second, in regard to adopting 
early school-age boys, how do I teach an early school-age 
boy that it's okay for them to explore their feminine side 
by wearing female clothes and also teach them that they 
don't have to be gay at the same time? 

Dressing A Future Together 


Wear whatever you like, DAFT, but please 
don’t adopt any children—boys or otherwise, early 
school-age or newborn, not now, probably not ever. 
Because a father who pushes his son into a dress is 
just as abusive and unfit as one who forbids his son 
to wear a dress. You two don’t need kids, DAFT, you 
need a therapist who can help your boyfriend with 
his issues (the closet, not wearing female clothes) 
and help you with yours (your extremely odd and 
potentially damaging ideas about parenting, not 
wearing female clothes).
